At Milton, Highland, West Park, Esopus,
Tivoll, and Germantown the shipments of Concord
grapes and peaches by boat and rail weroe heavy.
From Mliton two carloads of frult wore shipped
to Boston dlirect. From other polnts in Ulster,

Dutohess, oid Oranzo Counties the fruit frelehis
to New-Iogland and to Cenade yesterday after-
noon and last night were large, The out-
look from advices recelved to-night is that
tho peaches which will be sent to market the ‘com-
ing week will rank from medium to falr in
quality, - but in size they will be muoh larger
than thuse already sent tn New York.

We are heading horth to the
hamlet of Port Ewen in the
Township of Esopus where
many people were involved in
shipping and boats.

The steamship Mary Powell, perhaps the
best-known American side-wheeler of the
hineteenth century, wWas honored as the
“Queen of the Hudson” for her style ahd
speed. Her captain was Absalom
Anderson who lived in Port Ewen.

(trainees) they were usually bound until they were 21 years old. Apprentice Johh Anhdrew
Cooper began his service whenh he was 10 Years old. This is @ Copy Of his contracCt.

That’s right! Coopers were Craftsmen who made barrels or tubs which:
« Held flour, guhpowder, tobacCo and other commodities

« Were used as shipping containers

« Gtored liquids from syrup to milK.

A barrel is usually made up of oak staves, or
strips, which have been shaped into a bulging
cylinder.

The {Jlister and Delaware Railroad
ran from Kingston, New York
through the CatsKill Mountains all
the way to Oheonta, New York.

It was built ih 1866 anhd continued
runhing until 2979.

Farmers used the railroad to Sship
their milk, cheese, Cream, Srainh and
other products.

The (J+D also brought to the people
who lived in the CatskKills their mail,
hewspapers, ahd relatives and
friends from far away.

Businesses used the railroad O
trahsport Coal, stone, ice anhd Various
wood products.

It also brought people to hotels anhd
boarding houses that were built in
the CatsKills.

This section of the 1860 Federal Census shows that
George anhd his son, Thomas, were employed as glassblowers ahd another soh, Johh, was an
apprentice (learhing how to be a glassblower).
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A glassblower would blow
through a lohg pipe and
shape the bottle by rolling it
Oh 3 stone Slab.

He has to be up on a stand to
be able to do his job.

Glassblowers were the most
important people in the
factory sinCe they Crafted the
bottles that were being made.

They could earn as much as
810 t0 $13 a3 day depending oh
the size of the bottles they
made.

These things the same: they are both round, they have a man, a house, a sheaf of wheat; they
both say “seal of Ulster County, State of New York.

These things different: The men are wearing different clothing; the 1974 seal has
mountains in it and a date; the man in the 1974 seal has a sword; the 1800’s seal has a jagged
edge and the 1974 seal has a double line around the edge.

Why the seal was changed: The county wanted the picture to look more like1683, the year
that Ulster County was formed.
